The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a biological reactor comprising an 
outer drum mounted within the frame and having a plurlaity of conveyor threads spaced 
along an interior annular outer drum surface of the outer drum, an inner drum mounted 
within the frame and partially enclosed by the outer drum and having a plurality of 
conveyor threads spaced along an interior annular inner drum surface, the inner drum 
being in flow communication with the outer drum so that animal waste can move 
through the inner drum and then the outer drum for processing into natural fertilizer, the 
conveyor threads for the outer drum being set at an angle that is opposite of the angle 
of the conveyor threads for the inner drum and a center shaft extending through the 
inner drum and the outer drum so that both the inner drum and the outer drum can be 
coaxially mounted theron, the center shaft being in airflow registration with the airflow 
injection means so that a continuous flow of air can be maintained within and through 
the inner drum and the outer drum.
